After devoting the greater part of 
jreaterday’s session to debates the Sen¬ 
ate passed upon a number of Important 
committee rmendinents to the tariff 
bill. It also disposed of adversely an 
amendment by Mr. Stone, restoring the 
Dlngiey rates on raxora. On that vote 
most of the progressive Republicans 
voted In the affirmative with the Demo¬ 
crats. Considerable progress was made 
In the adoption of several sections of 
the tariff bill that had formerly been 
passed over. There were several 
Amendments decreasing duties formerly 
reported by the committee, but some 
of the others adopted Increased duties. 


Rudolph Spreckles, the San Kran- 
cfsco banker, who contributed $100,000 
to prosecute an Inquiry Into municipal 
conditions In 1906. was again a wit¬ 
ness In the bribery trial of Patrick 
Calhoun yesterday In San Francisco. 
Mr. Spreckles at to-day’s session of the 
court will show his personal accounts, 
giving In detail the money paid out In 
the graft prosecution. 


Numerous appointments to Federal 
offices were made yesterday by the Pres¬ 
ident, those of William Williams for 
Commissioner of Immigration at New 
York, and William 8. Washburn for 
Civil Service Commissioner, and Wal¬ 
ter E. Clark for Governor of Alaska, 
being among the most important. 

Capt. Peter C. Halns, Jr, who was 
sentenced Monday on conviction of 
manslaughter for killing William E- 
Annla, left the Queens county, N. Y.. 
jail yesterday for Sing Sing prison to 
begin serving his term of from eight 
to sfcrtcen years, pending an appeal. 

LI out. Gen. Stoessel and Rear Ad¬ 
miral NebogatofI have been released 
from confinement in the fortress of St. 
Peter and St. Paul by order of Em¬ 
peror Nicholas of Russia. The health 
of both men has been gravely affected 
by their confinement.

CLOSE VOTE CERTAIN. 

Progressive Republicans To Aid Bai¬ 
ley On Income Tax Amendment. 

Washington. May 15.—That there will 
be a sharp contest in Uie Senate over the 
proposition to refer to the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee the amendment to the tariff bill. 
Introduced by Senator Bailey, providing 
lor an income tax. Is indicated by a coali¬ 
tion of the Democrats and some of the 
••progressive K*-publicans. * which became 
known t<»-dsy. 

The vote will probably be the closest 
that will occur in the making of the 
tariff till. 

Ths I democratic strength l« thirty-one 
votes, all of which are pledged to support 
the amendment. Mr Hailey is cou ti. g 
upon from sixteen to seventeen Repub¬ 
lican votes to secure th* adoption of the 
amendment. Fifteen will be sufficient if 
the Democrats vote solidly for the amend¬ 
ment. 

On the other hand, the “conservative

The people 
who Mr. and Mrs. Games work for 
coubftn’t stand him any Idnger and said 
that they would leave to fin 1 another horn- 
for Clifton or quit t*»e farm. 8o they sent 
him to me. 

“Last night he went off for two hours 
and every neighbor In the vicinity of my 
home was out looking tot him, when he 
came home he was a mess. 1 gave him a 
bath and then punlshsd him with that lit¬ 
tle strap (she pointed to the strap that 
lay on the station house desk). I didn’t 
hnye any intentions of punishing him so 
severely. 1 wouldn’t have done It had 1 
known.” 

"The boy says that you strlpj»*d Mm 
first and then api&fed the la#h." added 
the reporter. 

’That’s not so. He was In hia union 
suit." replied Mrs. Apn. 

"Did you dose the window of the bath¬ 
room so that the boy’w screams couldn’t 
he heard oh the outsider* asked the re 
porter. 

"I did not!" was the answer that the 
woman made. 

“I was outside in the vard close to the 
house and ffever heard a word." said 
Peter App. the husband of the woman 
charged w ith heat ng the boy. ^

Mr. App was at a loss to understand why 
he didn’t hear the lad crying, but wnen 
he wa* told by the reporter that the 
boy** body was a mas# of swollen bruises 
and discolorations he shut up and said no 
more about the affair. 

“When asked if Supt Hlld hadn’t in- 
gated a charge of her brutally whip¬ 
ping a child named Funk, several months 
ago. she replied: “That child fell or was 
pushed agnlnst a *.aw*n swing by my boy. 
and that was all there was to It. Some¬ 
body started the story that I had wMpped 
the child, but that t* not so “ 

Supt Hlld told The Courier Journal re¬ 
porter thst In all the years of hi* experi¬ 
ence with children he had never come 
across such a case of brutality. “That 
lad’s body Is the worst I ever look*»d 
at No one has a right to whip a chill 
In such a brutal manner K doesn't mat¬ 
ter how filthy or dirty they are. It 
doesn’t matter how bail a child Is at the 
age of this Games boy. for It Is a crime 
to whip ’em so that their body is like 
this. I am going to fight this case to the 
bitter end and see that the woman 
pays the penalty for her crime."

Dr. I. A. Arnold, who examined the 
child, gave it as his opinion that it wss 
the worst cose of child-healing that had 
ever been called to his attention. 

“1 never saw such n bruised and dis¬ 
colored bod>. The child Is a mass of 
bruises from the crown of his head to h s 
toes. At the present I don’t think there 
will be any serious results, but the lad 
will hAve great pain." 

Patrolmnn H. H. Griffin, who took the 
child to the Purklsrid Station and subse¬ 
quently arrested Mr*. App. says that he 
has several witnesses who will testify to 
other terrible whippings that the women 
under arrest has administered to the 
child. 

Barney Games Is the father of the child. 
With His w-ifo he works on a farm st 
Anchorage. He **nt the child to board 
with Mr*. App several m< nth* ago. Mrs. 
App sent for him Immediately after *he 
was arrested.

and to-morrow she will rwumr her work. 
At the meeting at the courthouse io-mor- 
tow night Mia c ran« will tell what she 
found in Frankfort and krwnklln county, 
and will offer suggestions for improve¬ 
ment in ■ an.tory v.ondlt)ous. 

Accompanied by Gov. WllUon. Ur. John 
Q. South and Ur. H. S. Kollor, members 
of the State Board of Mttallh. and Miss 
Kebecca Avenll. president of the Frank¬ 
fort Woman’s Club. Mrs. Crane will de- 
vole all of to-morrow to a careful and 
thorough inspect ion of the State Institu¬ 
tions and suen other places as she thinks 
should be looked Into. The places where 
she will makr* inspect 1 * n are not known to 
anybody but Mrs. Crane, us she due* not 
w'snt any preparation made for her visit. 
Gov. Willson will go with Iter to the State 
institutions and will aid her in evory way 
in ascertaining aJI the facta she wants.

Physically Exhausted. 


When Mrs. Crane reached Frankfort 
this morning on the interurban cars she 
was physically exhausted and had looked 
forward to to-day with relief, as she ex¬ 
pected to rest She found that sho was 
billed to speak to-night, but after con¬ 
sultation with Dr. Kellar It was agreed 
that she wouid not be able to make an 
investigation this afternoon In time to tell 
about condition* at a lecture to-night. As 
to-morrow* U prayer-meeting night, all the 
churches have been asked to cut short 
the service, so that they can be at the 
courthouse for Mrs. Crane’s lecture at 8 
o’clock. 

Mm. Crane expects to tell the people of 
Frankfort at to-morrow night’s meeting 
Just what she lias found In Frankfort. 
She will criticise freely wherever sho 
thinks it necessary, and it Is sold that her 
statements to-morrow night will be worth 
listening to and will start a deal of talk¬ 
ing. 

From Frankfort Mrs. Crane will go to 
Harrodsburg on Thurrrtx*. where she Is 
billed to speak and to conduct the same 
sort of Investigation as has been conduct¬ 
ed tn Lexington and other cities. Mrs. 
Crane** weariness Is due to five lectures 
at Berea, where she had expected to de¬ 
liver only one, and two lectures at 
Cynthlana. where she had expected to 
speak but once. At Cynthlana she criti¬ 
cised the dairies and the dairymen In¬ 
sisted that she deliver another lecture 
and tell them what to do to correct the 
evils that she had pointed out. 8h© com¬ 
piled with their request and spoke to the 
dairymen for two hours.

To Supreme Court. 

Attorney B. P. Wirflald. representing 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company, to-day (lied notice of an ap¬ 
peal to the Supremo Court In the case 
of the L and N. against Daniels, from 
the Hopkins Circuit Court. On the third 
trial of the case the Jury gave Daniels 
$11,000 for Injuries sustained while at work 
as a bridge carpenter for the railroad. 
The Court of Apf-eola reversed two previ¬ 
ous damage verdicts in the rase, but fob 
lowing the general rule of the court* af¬ 
firmed on the third trial. 

Mr Warfield believes that the consti¬ 
tutional rights of the company are af¬ 
fected. and believes that the Supreme 
Court will take Jurisdiction.

Wharf Property Exempt. 

Under a decision handed down to-day 
by the Court of Appeals, the wharf prop¬ 
erty In Louisville is exempt from taxa¬ 
tion. and a much-mooted question hoe 
been finally settled. The case was styled 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky against 
the city of Louisville, on appeal from the 
Jeffefson Circuit Court, and the lower 
court was affirmed. Judge Barter writing 
the opinion. Judges 0 1 Rear. Nunn and 
Carroll dissented from the opinion. 

The decision bv Judge Barker simply 
held that under Section 179 of the-Conetf- 
tntlon. the property, being used for pub¬ 
lic pUG>o*es, Is exempt from taxation.

Theater Case Decided. 



Because he was put out of the Avenue 
Theater under threats of arrest unless he 
complied with the order. George Fisher 
sued the lessees of the theater. Weber- 
fitalr Company, and recovered lodgment 
in the Jefferson Circuit Court for tT60. 
This verdict was affirmed here to-day, 
the Court of Appeals holding that puni¬ 
tive damages will lie. In esses of this 
kind, where the Injuries complained of 
are accompanied by circumstances of In- 
suit and aggravation.

A Splendid Democrat.

But there Is connected 
with It a suggestion which Is especially 
timely and pleasing, which bnng* real 
encouragement to those who have yet 
an abldlhg faith In the virtue and Intel¬ 
ligence of the people, and who, holding 
to government for and by the people, 
confidently look during occasions of 
popular convulsion and tumult, to the 
"sober second thought" for the vindica¬ 
tion of wise policies and true men; that 
suggestion bdrfg the refusal of Demo¬ 
crats to listen to the voice of those 
that sought to make Judge Saufley’s 
Democracy a bar to a Democratic nom¬ 
ination. f 

"The Prohibition erase,** they call it, 
as well they may, for It Is fanaticism 
pure and simple, at war with every¬ 
thing Democratic and sane. To placate 
It one must go to all manner of extrem 
Ism. The new-fashioned Democracy It 
would lntn>duce to Kentucky—until It 
gets the whip hand—is a specie* of old- 
fashioned Know Nothinglsm.

They are, 
and must be In the very nature of the 
case, Intemperate In all things. They 
make no discriminations, allow no dis¬ 
tinctions. would 0 sweep away in one 
heterogenious mass whatever conditions 
cron* the pathway to the bonfire they 
purpose* to light for the edtflcatlonof the 
unthinking and Inflamed and the emolu¬ 
ment of the ambitious and self-seeking. 
Their scheme and method Is all of a 
piece with the Know Nothinglsm of the 
Fifties and the Abolitionism of the Six¬ 
ties; government by emotion. God and 
morality a partisan shibboleth, narrow¬ 
minded. proscriptive and tryannous, 
wholly antagonistic to the teaching or 
the Fathers of Democracy." 

The effort to turn the temperance 
people against Judge Saufley because 
he jvould not go the lengths pf making 
Kentucky over again In the likeness of 
Maine, failed, as It will always fall, 
when the people stop and think about 
It.

The Way It Works. 

The blind Senator from Oklahoma 
oan see better with no eyes than Aid- 
rich A Co., with a hundred eye*. Mr. 
Gore hits the nail squarely on the head. 
The attempt to make a Yellow Dog of 
the Middleman, that Is the Jobber, is of 
a piece with the ploa for "Infants" a 
hundred years old and for American 
Labor, which needs only to be free to 
protect Itself In order to hold Its own 
against all competitors, meeting and 
beating Gemmny and England In the 
:ioutml market* and recovering those 
markets which geographically belong to 
us, but were lost to us long ago by rea¬ 
son of High Tariff. 

Except among the Iron-clad Repub¬ 
licans of the Now Regime and Ihe case- 
mated Protectionists of the Dlngley- 
A Id rich school no one Is bold enough 
to deny that Protectionism augments 
price*. Interrupts tho natural course of 
trade and aggravates th© fluctuations 
and periodic crises which aflllct the eco¬ 
nomic life of all modern communities. 
A protective policy develops and ac¬ 
centuates two tendencies—the tendency 
to overproduction caused by excessive 
profits followed by the tendency to un¬ 
derconsumption caused by excessive 
price*, which are always operating to 
create divergence between supply and 
demand, so that th© Inevitable crash is 
precipitated more violently than if this 
disturbing factor were absent. 

Against this admitted weakness of a 
protectionist system th© Aldrich crowd 
ask us to sot tw*o redeeming features— 
two special justifications—(1) the en¬ 
couragement It affords to "Infant Indus¬ 
tries," (2) the (diversity of employment 
and harmony of development which It 
renders possible. 

Tho broad lines of retort to this 
double plea present no difficulty. A 
protective tariff may bring Into exist¬ 
ence certain favored Industries, but It 
does so at the expense of others, which 
hitherto have been self-supporting, by 
calling on the w orkers to pay protected 
prices for selected product*. In this 
way a new element of cost ts added to 
tho other Industries and a part of their 
natural advantage Is sacrificed. The 
loss may seem insignificant, but sooner 
or later It Is put forward an an argu¬ 
ment for new applications of Protec¬ 
tionism In ever-lncrow«ltis doses, until 
presently every Industry is seeking aid 
against Its fellows. When the circle Is 
completed and the virtue* of the sys¬ 
tem are exhausted the protected inter¬ 
est* consume and rend each other. 
That stago has now been reached In 
the United States, and drastic revision 
of th© system is forced upon the Re¬ 
publicans. Its very' creators, in order to 
meet both the evil conditions and the 
Democratic demand for reform. No one 
can tell how far revision will go. or 
w’here It will stop; Its aim seems mere¬ 
ly to deceive; but one day, in the face 
of Homo great social upheaval, the coun¬ 
try’ will awrake to truer perception* and 
return to view* on trade at one© more 
sound and honest. 

Meanwhile, with the pending revision 
for an object lesson, we can perceive 
clearly several results of a fully devel¬ 
oped protective system, firstly, other 
things such as ingenuity and enter¬ 
prise being equal, the general level of 
prices In the protected country will be 
far higher than in countries possessing 
low revenue tariff; secondly, many 
lines of production are mad© difficult, or 
even Impossible, which under free con¬ 
ditions would flourish; thirdly, politics 
degenerate Into a succession of In¬ 
trigues to win advantages by legisla¬ 
tion at the expense of the community. 
Mr. Gore’s resolution will bring these 
basslc truths fully to the front so that 
all may see their practical application 
and bearing. 

Interstate Free Trade was establish¬ 
ed by th© Federal Constitution In 1789 
That fact, too often overlooked, has 
had an enormous influence upon the de¬ 
velopment of the country*. Such pros¬ 
perity as we have had has been due. 
Ie*s to the Protection which gates 
our Republic, than to the Fr©^ Trod» 
which unifies our State*. 

We should never lo*e sight of. or for- 
get, th* story told by Tariff tinkering 
th© last hundred year*. Th* organic 
law empowered Congress to raise na¬ 
tional revepues by levying duties on 
imports, incidentally securing, as Ham* 
ilton argued, the protection of "lnfunt 
Industries.’’ Tho Iron Industry’ was con¬ 
sidered powerful enough In 1790 to be 
removed out of that category’, and pig 
Iron did not secure a place on the fa¬ 
vored tist! 

In 1816 a policy of Protection, per iw. 
was adopted. Domestic manufacturers 
had flourished hugely during the "em 
b&rgo" period, and did not appreciate 
a resumption of free cotnpo.JLoji. They 
therefor© secured a railing of the du¬ 
ties up to 1828; then a demon 1 for mod¬ 
ification was mode, followed by a re 
notion, culminating In the prote;tlv * 
tariff of 1842. The movement proved 
to bo Insufficient m»d therefore lacking 
In popular vitality, and a new era w*as 
ushered In by WaJker’s Troajwiry Re¬ 
port of 1845, advocating a comp.©to re 
vernal of policy. The tariff of 1846 wo* 
a tariff for revenue only, "go gorsrU 
was the acquiescence that lri 1856 a pro. 
teotlve tariff wo* not ev«n *uxgjai©j or 
even hinted at by ony one of th© throe 
parties." On the contrary, further r? 
duolkuis were made in 1857, and the 
principle of a revenue tariff was so 


firmly esCalkiahcd thAt, but L* the fis¬ 
cal necessities created by the Recticxial 
War of 1861-1865, It would have re- 
irwunod unshaken to the present day. 

The war duties though protective in a 
certain way were not protective enough 
to suit the manufacturer*. What was 
wanted wan money In the Treasury. 
An Increase of customs was ncce*uiry 
sto balance tfce Internal taxes, but at the 
close of the war many of these were 
removed, ond tho customs remained. 
Here. In a word. Is the genesis of the 
present indefensible system. Protec¬ 
tion was re-established not under the 
paltlating p’ea of national n*o*Ntfty, but 
tit thv bidding of private individual* 
who greedily seized the opportunity of 
enriching tbcmselv©* at t be public ex- 
penae. With icanxly an ebb, the tide 
of Protection has rlse»n higher and 
higher, until, under the Dfcngtey Act. 
fh© average ad valorem duty Is 46 per 
cent, or 60 per cent., wrhll© the actual 
rate on very many commodities is pro¬ 
hibitive of importation. Yet, by a rare 
scheme hokus-pokus, Aldrich is try¬ 
ing to Increase, Instead of reducing, the 
Dingley dutle* in th© Senate version of 
th© Tayne Bill. 

An inquiry into the rebiUon between 
tariff* and exports In the Untfel .State* 
carried up to 1890 led to the conclusion 
that there hod bnn "no decided or last¬ 
ing change* In trade balanc© accom¬ 
panying tariff inenuses or decreases, * 
though, generally spe iking, per cipba 
export* lad vailed inversely with rat?* 
of duty. Th© extraordinary giowth of 
Iron production has complicated the 
problem In recent years, but, again. It 
Is shown that exports received a stimu¬ 
lus under the Wilson Tariff of 1894. 
How Jlttlo there Is to breiyt of In the 
preaent poaitlcn of A marl oan exports 
under high Prejection 1* shown by oom- 
ptLrtron with British figure*. Taking 
the year 1907. exports of domestic pro¬ 
duce per head of the population 
amounted to about $2.50 for the United 
States; to quite $47.50 for Gi\»t Brit 
aJn. 

High Tariff make* high Jiving, uncer¬ 
tain wages, and the confusion of Inter¬ 
national exchange*. Away with It. Let 
the Painted Harlot of Protection give 
place to the Star-eyed Godess of Re 
form. But, meanwhile, pass Mr. Gore’s 
resolution, so that each and every tub 
may stand on Its own bottom. 


The Forces of Disorder. 

It is the unexpected that happens, 
says the French proverb, and agreeably 
with that time-honored word of wis¬ 
dom. It Is again tho upexpected which 
has challenged the prophets, congrat¬ 
ulating themselves all too soon on the 
col taps© of the strike of French Gov 
eminent employes. 

The Federation General du Travail, 
a sort of central and directing machln 
cry for the various "syndicats," has 
same to the reacue of th© despairing 
public servants and ho* ordered a gen¬ 
eral strike, what on this side would 
b© known as a symputhetlo strike, and. 
as xurh. foredoomed t<y^alhire It 
docs not appear that IN* ^Kilatod "syn¬ 
dicate" have any grievances immediate 
and unadjusted; tlvelr action Is merely 
another step In that campaign of <n- 
thnldatlon which might so easily de¬ 
generate Into terrorism, and against 
which Premier Olemenceau has fought 
^ith excellent botdnSKs and determina¬ 
tion. encouraged by an eleventh-hour 
vo<© of confidence by the French cham¬ 
bers. And k Is precisely this vote of 
confidence, bo foolishly and grudgingly 
delayed, and accompanied by scene* of 
disorder and demo rail ration so com¬ 
forting to th© apostle* of any change 
that would unchain the force* of dis¬ 
order, which baa emboldened Pataud 
and his gang of Irresponsible abettors 
to throw down the gag«* of battle. When 
parliamentary condition* arrive at such 
a pa as a* to force an adjournment 
amidst frantic cries of Vive le roll a 
baa la Hapublique! when a deputy can 
mount the Tribune and intone a Royal¬ 
ist or a Bona part 1st hymn, then It need 
oooaskm no surpr^e that those who do 
not see In such exhibition* the merest 
froth and fury, should consider them 
as signs of the times. But we read 
hnrw, while the Palais Bourbon was 
boiling over. French rontos (an infallible 
barometer) were rising and the Bourse 
refused to bo dkwouraged by vapor¬ 
ing* or threats. The return of confi¬ 
dence in the European markets, de¬ 
prived for close upon fourteen years of 
even the semblance of a "boom;'* dom¬ 
inated by the ••xhaimion following on 
Bjer wars and Itu«i*o-Japanese con¬ 
flict*. and the unspeakable wfcste Inci¬ 
dental to them; oppressed by tho over¬ 
shadowing burden of national Urnna of 
defense and preparation; welcoming 
each flutter on the American side as a 
golden Opportunity for liquidation, and 
sending u* back our aecurlLVs by the 
ship-toad that their proceeds might t>e 
engulfed In the Insatiable maw of In¬ 
ternational finance—tho return of con- 
fld«*noe omounts to optimism. Borne 
oalt It a psychological movement; others 
point to the vast accumulations of Idle 
capital; still others to this, that, so 
far as socialistic "confiscations" (the 
word la Mr. Balfour's) aro concerned, 
th© worst Is known. 

It is not for us to determine the 
cause of a phenomenon which pur.zle* 
the wise men on 'change, nor to do 
more than Indicate It* significance, and 
point out that. If timid capital declines 
to take the French crisis as a seri¬ 
ous menace, the rest of the world may 
not go far umiss in Accepting Its ver¬ 
dict. 

Tn Clemenceau Franc© has found 
a man of action, unafraid and unsenti¬ 
mental; recognizing that the first func¬ 
tion of a government is to govern and 
incapable of tolerating an Imperium In 
Imperio. Speaking at Nice not long 
since, w’here Gambetta W’a* born In ihs 
days when It was yet an appanage of 
the House of Hn%*oy. he said: 

•in demoersek*. s* In all other form* 
of government, there are crises of vary¬ 
ing length and Intensity. Too many 
men have been poorly prepared by re¬ 


gime* of violent)* for the rutionsl en¬ 
joyment of liberty Their difficulty is 
that they fall to see how one who would 
command the re*pect of his neighbor for 
hla own Ubei tv must begin by imposing 
upon himself respect for hla neighbor's 
lltvert y. But how much more serious 
doe* the evil become It officlaia them¬ 
selves, representatives of the power or 
the State, abandon their first duty by 
Interrupting th* public services, by turn¬ 
ing against the nation the power with 
which they wer* intrusted In order to 
•erv* It!" 

What may have been the original 
grievances of the postal employes u lost 
sight of In a condition which threaten* 
the body polltio; tho retention or the 
dismissal of M. Slmyoa cannot be ac¬ 
cepted os an Issue while national se¬ 
curity Is at stake, and no self-respect¬ 
ing executive can dare to temporize 
with employes of the State who would 
presume to "hold It up." 

After all, the Issue rests with the 
French people; If they want to recall 
and repicture the past, the wherewithal 
is within their grasp; if they choow to 
yield to a mad desire for novelty and 
change, to a savage, brutal demand 
from the degenerate descendants of ’93, 
the opportunity Is with them; It, on 
the othef hand, as practical people, 
they know when they are well off, and 
determine to cut out this unwholesom* 
growth, th© day of healing Is near. 

The appeal to law and order will set¬ 
tle more than the permanency of the 
present regime In France; It will de¬ 
termine the relative proportions of 
thing*, and hove much to say to the 
peace of Europe. To adopt the words 
of the Paris correspondent of the Lon¬ 
don Time*, "the republic Is entering 
upon an era of active political and 
economic reform, and what we see 1* 
a phenomenon of reorganization, or, as 
Proudhon >^ould soy, of recomposition, 
not of decomposition." 


The Republican Nominee* 

Mr. James F. Grlnstcad has been for¬ 
mally and finally nominated by the Re¬ 
publican machine as Its candidate for 
Mayor, and still the question of his 
eligibility to succeed himself In that 
office is far from a "closed incident. 

His nomination does not affect the 
situation a whit except Insofar as It 
settles a contest between him and an¬ 
other aspirant for the party label. 

And if he should remain In the race 
and by some miracle receive ©very *<>11 
tary vote cast the question of his eligi¬ 
bility would yet b© an open one. 

For the Issue Is one of law, not of 
political hair-splitting or party policy 
The Constitution ha* a provision on 
the right of a Mayor to serve a second 
term Immediately following hla first. 
All the votes In Louisville cannot affect 
that provision. All the ex-part© argu¬ 
ment of attorneys cannot end the 
matter. The stump, the newspapers, 
tho friends and the Mayor himself may 
talk about the Issue twrenty-four hours 
out of the day from now until th© elec¬ 
tion and the controversy would not be 
nearer a definite determination. 

*“h© question \ Mrg solely and purely 
one of law. only the court of last re 
sort can give a valid or operative solu¬ 
tion to IL The very circumstances 
of Mr. Grlnsted’s nomination are 
sufficient to place him in an awk¬ 
ward attitude -before th© citizens of 
Louisville. Th© Idea hack of the Con 
stitutlonal provision fclluded to aimed 
to take away from an Incumbent the 
temptation to "play politics" In behalf 
of his re-election. It was argued that 
with no chance open for him to stand 
a second time before the people there 
would be little likelihood that the In¬ 
cumbent would swing tho public ma¬ 
chinery to private advantage. We have 
Just witnessed how’ Mr. Grlnstead, 
elected for a term of two years, vto 
la tod th© spirit of the Constitution by 
using his office in behalf of re-election, 
and so events of the primary not only 
condemn him but vindicate the authors 
of the provision. A man willing to go 
contrary to a wholesome Constitutional 
principle and to pull wires desperately 
In behalf of an ensuing term can hard¬ 
ly be sold to have at heart the best 
Ideals of good government. A man 
who would seek to go Into olfic* with a 
taint on his title only magnifies his 
original offense. 

It Is a desperate thing to do. this thing 
which Mr. Grlnstead and his backers 
aro proposing to do. And It is auda¬ 
cious in thorn to ask the cltlsens to 
vote not so much for a candidate as for 
a lawsuit. 

The School Board, practically even* 
time Us meets, convicts Itself of inad- 
,equcucy. Its la*t meeting was charac¬ 
terised by a woeful lack of ooncem over 
the public Interest, a dlsgueting dis¬ 
play of personal feeling and a repulsive 
mess of petty politics. There is not n 
corporation of any proportion* that 
could live under the management of so 
Inappropriate an organization. If the 
School BcaJ*d did not have the public 
treasury to draw on for funds the en 
tire system would be tn bankruptcy ‘as 
th* result of incompetent administra¬ 
tion. And bo. day by day. the reasons 
multiply for getting rid of the wob¬ 
bling School Board and substituting a 
compact body of active, conservative 
and nonpartisan men.

If ther© is one. "If." says that Journal, 
"there Is any one thing more than an¬ 
other from which the duty should bo 
removed 11 1* Iron ore." And the very 
day on which that was written seven¬ 
teen Democratic members of the Unit¬ 
ed States Senate, most of them posing 
a* tariff-for-revenue advocates them¬ 
selves, voted to keep the duty on iron 
ore!

General Manager Scott So Regards 
Strike of Firemen On the 
Georgia Railroad.

Atlanta On.. 18.—That an organ¬ 

ized movement to eliminate negroes as 
Industrial factors In railroad work In the 
South Is under way. was the statement 
mad© to-day by Thomas K Scott, ge.i- 
t-rnl manager af the Georgia railroad 
Laul right between fifty and seventy- 
flve white firemen of th© Georgia rail¬ 
road struck because the road refused to 
dismiss Its negro firemen. 

“This strike. ’ said Mr. Scott, “is th* 
first step of n movement which is planned 
to eventuate In Ihe abolition of the negio 
ns an Industrial factor. It l« the sktrm- 
Uh of the Brotherhood Of Locomotive 
Firemen and Knglnemen In Its plan to 
d * e th*» negro out Cf employment on 
ralboau9 altogether. 

“The plan has been smouldering for 
five years. This strike on the Georgia 
railroad Is Just the first step. I have 
reason to bellqve that tbe sam© demand 
will. In time, be It soon or late, be 
made by officlaia of this firemen's union 
upon every other railroad In the South.’*

"Mlifllej 
flew about our heads, but luckily *11 of 
us at that time escaped. Injury. We ran 
through an alley and over to Thirteenth 
street. The barn wm reached In safety 
and the Italians remained there until the 
police arrived on the scene. However, 
they didn't appear until I summoned up 
courage sufficient to venture forth from 
the barn. 

"No on# molgsted me on my way out. 
though one negro asked me where I was 
going. I reached a telethon* and noti¬ 
fied the poller station. Borne time later 
two patrolmen In an automobile arrived." 

Karro. the laborer who was Injured, be¬ 
came separated from his companions at 
Twelfth street and Wilson avenue. W. P 
Robards. night watchman for the bricx 
company, witnessed the crowd’s assault 
on Farro, but waa powerless to Interfere 

“It was the most brutal attack upon 
a defenseless man 2 #vcr saw.” he said. 
"I was returning frem the barn when 
th# rioters surrounded the Italian. 1 
saw a white man strike Farro In th# 
face. Then there permed to fee a mlx-up 
and the sir was filled with bricks and 
•tone#. It looked to me like It was a 
brick thrown by a negro that struck the 
laborer. The Italian broke away from 
the mob ar.d ran east on Wilson avenue. 
A short time later I found him on 
Twelfth street, near St. Louis avenue. 
His English was so bad that 1 couldn't 
get muah out of him and I turned him 
over to a couple of patrolmen who 
passed along at the time. They took h|n» 
to fits. Mary and Elisabeth Hospital.’'

Mob Of 300 Men. 


According to witnesses, a mob of be¬ 
tween NO and 800 men and boys, white 
and colored, participated In the riot, the 
majority of whom stood In the street In 
front of the bam r while the Italians hid 
in the hayloft. 

t?po# the arrival of Corp. Edelen and 
Patrolman Burks the crowd scattered aft¬ 
er they were threatened with arrest. Not 
an arrest wo* made, despite the fact thAt 
Corp Edelen himself stated last night 
that he saw several hundred people in 
the mob. 

Mr. O'Connell rode up In his automo¬ 
bile about this time and six Italians were 
rescued from the hayloft. They were 
placed In two automobiles without any 
Interference from the rioter* and were 
taken to the filxth district police station. 
After they had recovered from the shock 
of their excitement the Italians departed 
for their respective home*. 

After the trouble was all over patrolmen 
began to arrive from all directions and 
last night Lieut. Mont fori stationed Pa¬ 
trolmen Gabhart and Flynn at t he exca¬ 
vation In the event of an attempt to de¬ 
stroy any of the company's property Mr 
O'Connell a i d lost night that he wilt cutli 
upon Col. Hoagcr for belter police protec¬ 
tion to-day. 


Contractor's Statement. 


"Many of the r'.oters were recognised a* 
former employes." Mr. O'Connell stated 
lost night. "W# will endeavor to learn 
their name* and 1 will swear out war¬ 
rant* agaln*t those who participated In 
the riot. Th# Italians who replaced the 
local men on the sewer Job on Twelfth 
street have been engaged for several 
months In the building of the sewer work 
on l-ogan street. 

"This work was finished a few days 
ago and l put the men to work on 
Twelfth street to replace the local men. 
who, to my way of thinking, are not tom- 
pet ent. It Is not a question of smaller 
wage*, hut one of competency. The Ital¬ 
ians are more rkilled and consequently are 
paid higher wages. We still have negroes 
Lp our employ. Some of them were at 
work In the ditch when the trouble start¬ 
ed last night " 

A committee of six. who said they had 
been recently discharged from work In 
O'ConneU's lore*, called at the city hall 
Monday and complained to Mayor Grid- 
stead that they w*«re being discriminated 
asaluvt Th* Mayor heard them and 
promised that he Would take the matter 
up with the fiewer Commission, which he 
did In the afternoon. Secretary Charles 
p Weaver, of the commission, said the 
comwlsMon cannot dictate to a contractor 
what Kind of labor be shall employ.

TRAFFIC AFFECTED 


BY DECISION OF INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE COMMISSION. 


Indianapolis Freight Bureau's Con¬ 
tentions In Complaint In the 
Main Are Upheld. 


Washington. M/iy* IS.—The freight traf¬ 
fic# of the Mississippi valley I* materially 
affected by decisions of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to-day In two 
cases Instituted by the Indianapolis 
Freight Bureau against the Cleveland. 
Cincinnati. Chicago and St Louis rail¬ 
way end other carriers. 

In the first complaint It was alleged 
that Indlann polls was discriminated 
against in favor of Cincinnati. Louis¬ 
ville and other^ places on shipment* to 
Texas. Arkansas. Oklahoma and Lou¬ 
isiana. The question* Involved are to 
be held In abeyance with the views of 
the commUidon. which in the main are 
favorable to the freight bureau. 

In the second case the commission 
holds that no preference exists in favor 
of St Louis over Indianapolis in th# ap¬ 
plication of class and commodity rates 
to points In Minnesota and •VI«cunsln. but 
that the disparity of rate* between 
Indianapolis and fit. Paul and fit. Loula 
and fit. Paul Is not Justified. The 
commission suggest * that the carriers 
readjust the commodity rates and holds 
the cam open for auch readjustment. 

Must Have Equal Accommodations. 

Washington. May 1*.—Unjust discrimi¬ 
nation between white and colored pns- 
.•nngers paying the same fare Is not 
legally permlsslbl# by a railway, accord¬ 
ing to a decision of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission ro-dav, announced In 
the case of Winfield F. Coaart against 
the Southern railway It wo* not shown 
by the testimony that the complainant 
hAd been discriminated against or that 
he had lea* adequate accommodations 
than white passengers. The complaint, 
therefore, wo* dismissed

Goes To Colorado and Lead# In tho 
Work of Saving Orchards 
From Blighting Freeses. 


In a recent Issue of th# Denver News 
Dr. George L. Knapp has written an ar¬ 
ticle on "How the fitnudge Pot Defeated 
Jack Frost." The story Is told of the 
fight made by the fruit orchardmen of 
Grand Valley, Colorado, who saved their 
crops this year from the frees** which 
visited that section for the first time 
In a generation or so. R. E. Turpin, for¬ 
merly city editor of The CouriervJournnl, 
and later a New York newspaper man. Is 
credited with being the wise head of the 
movement Dr. Knapp says Grand Val¬ 
ley is at least S1.000.00 m richer because Tur¬ 
pin lost his health in th* newspaper grind 
in the East. Dr Knspp says: 

It had been proved that Ireeling weath¬ 
er could be fought and beaten. The next 
thing was to g«*t Hie plan adopted gener¬ 
ally throughout the valley. 

And here Is where Turpin steps out 
Ahead of his fellows, where his instinct* 
and newspaper training combined to make 
him fh* apoatlo of the orchard heater*. 
Turpin was bound that the whole crop 
of the valley must to* saved thl* year. He 
preached orehnql heaters, wrote orchard 
heaters, dreamed orchard heaters. 

Orhers turned tlielr attention to In¬ 
venting new styles of pots. Turpin said 
that almost any pot was good enough. If 
generally adopted. 

He argued, coaxed, bullded. persuaded, 
until I am morally certain that some 
people bought orritard heaters Just to be 
done with the argument. He pinned bis 
faith to no particular style or not*—he 
ha* seven or eight separate kinds In hta 
orchard now; but merely said: "Buy 
pot*. Buy any kind of pot*, coal pots, 
oil pots, big little pot*—but buy 

pot*. If the frost come#, they will save 
you. If It docan't come, th# pots are a 
cheap insurance '* 

He set himself to find out who had 
pots and who had not throughout the 
valley He Is n member of tne Grand 
Junction Chamber of Commerce, and at 
hts Instigation that body took up the 
ht. and put It* new secretary. Thomas 
Mahoney in charge of the work. Ma-

hi. Louis has. In the last round Jamison 
fell to the floor outside of the ring and 
his head landed on the boaids where 
U'erc was no padding and he was 
krocked out cold. 

Marvin Hart the referee, had no other 
alternative than to declare Kirkwood the 
winner. Although Jamison lost the de¬ 
cision, he satisfied the great majority of 
Ihoae in attendance that if it had not 
bern for ths accident ho would have 
lowered the colors of the St. Louis chan' 
plon. Jamison hsd a Mg lead when the 
unfortunate Incident occurred. 

The local boxing followers certainly un¬ 
covered a corker when they pitted Jami¬ 
son against Kirkwood. Not a word has 
been said in advance about Jumli^n'i 
ability In the flatic line, but It didn’t take 
a hair minute of boxing to determine that

CAR AND RUNS AWAY. 


D VR1NG the present season to date, 
os it Is whan the weather condi¬ 
tions allowed Uie teams to cavort 
on the diamond, there have been 
many disputes among the fans and some 
among th* scorers aa to th* ruts* cover¬ 
ing plays that hav© arisen. 

During Die meetings of Die National 
and American Leagues lu Chicago last 
February the Joint rule* commute* uf 
tne two leagues got together and straight¬ 
ened out several points affecting thr* play¬ 
ing and scoring rules. 

The commute* comprised President 
Horry Pulliam and Manager William 
Murray, of the Philadelphia, for the 
Nationals, aud President Churls* Com* 
>akcy, of Chlcngo and President ThoHia» 
A. Noyto, of W aahington, for the Amer¬ 
icans. Tho committee wus, os usual, very 
oon#«rvaUvo in haudling any change* in 
the actual playing rules. 

But tlx* members, urged on by the com¬ 
mittee of Die Baseball Writers’ Associa¬ 
tion, mode many and important changes 
m that portion of th© code relating to 
the Interpretation and scoring of plays, 
thereby conferring a big boon ou th© 
scorers, amateur as well as professional. 

From the summary that fodows It will 
be seen that eoiuuderaoi* progress was 
mad© toward th© long-wisneo-fur uniform 
scoring. For instance, Dmi double play 
controversy Is settled, the problem as 
to scoring a missed third *tnke on wnu 
Pitch or passed ball problem ts solved 
o> penalising either th© pitcher or catcto- 
ur with a fielding error in such ca»es. Hie 
various bm>©running differences, particu¬ 
larly on the *o-cad*d double steal. Or© 
reduced lo a plain interpretation, so as to 
eliminate personal opinion and Individual 
Judgment. 

For th© benefit of the fans who wish to 
keep posted on th* scoring rules as fixed 
by U>© committee th© following summary 
Is given:

. When To Give Error*. 


An error shall be given for each mlsplay 
which prolongs the tlino at bat of the 
batsman or allows a baserunner to make 
one or more bases when perfect plsy 
would have insured his being put ouL But 
a baa© on balls, a base awarded to a 
b&Lsma(| by being struck by a pitched 
ball, an Illegal pitch, a balk, passed ball 
or wild pitch, unless such wild pitch or 
ball be on the third strike and allow the 
batter to reach first base, shall not be 
charged us an error. In cose of a wild 
pitch or a passed ball allowing tho batter 
U> reach first base, tli* pitcher or Ui* 
catcuor. (ui the c«a* may be, shall b* 
charged with an error. 

Hereafter a stolen bos* shall bn credited 
to a baserunner when he advances a boss 
unaided by a base hit. a putout, a fielding 
or a battery error, subject 10 the follow¬ 
ing exception*: 

in ©v©nt of a double steal being at¬ 
tempted from bases on© and two to base* 
two and three, where either Is thrown 
out. the other shall not b« credited with 
a stolen base. 

In ©vent of a baserunner being touched 
out after sliding over a bus©, he shall not 
be regarded os having stolen th© bus© m 
questlqm

Brleffy stated, the changes affecting the 
pixy on th* field are; Under tno head of 
"delaying the gam©" the following has 
been added to tne rule: 

"Section 3 . In ©vent of th© pitcher be¬ 
ing takon from th* gome by either man¬ 
ager or captain, th© player tubstltuted for 
him shall continue to pitch until th© bats¬ 
man then at bat has either been put out or 
has reached tire first bake.'’

When Bail I* In Play. 

According to the revised rules a ball is 
not in play under the following conditions. 

"In case of a foul strike, foul hit ball 
not legally caught, dead ball, lniarterenoe 
with Die fielder or batsman, or a fair hit 
ball touching a baserunner. th* ball shall 
noi be considered in play until it be held 
by the pitcher standing in his position aud 
the umpire shall hav© called *play..' “ 

A most important addition was made to 
th© ruiu covering the order of bat ling It 
read#: 

"Section 2- When th© umpire announces 
the pitcher prior to communccment of th* 
game, Die player announced must pilch 
until tli* first batsman has ©ither been put 
out or has reached first base." 

The difference between a “fair" or 
"foul" fvit is shown as follows: 

“A fall* hit I* a legally batted ball that 
set lies 011 fair ground between home and 
first base, or that is on fair ground when 
bounding to th© outfield past first or third 
Utse, or that first falls on fair territory 
beyond first or third base, or that, while 
un or over fair ground, touches the person 
of the umpire or a player." 
hereafter obey the following rule: 

"In the event of removal of player or 
manager by th© umpire, he shall go direct 
to the clubhouse and remain there during 
the progn»B ot the game, or leave th© 
grounds; and a failure to do so will war- 
lant a forfeiture of th© gam© by the um¬ 
pire (This rule shall be mandatory in the 
major league, hut In minor leagues and in 
amateur contests a fining system may bo 
substituted.)" 

Tlx» vexed question as to the deciding 
on ground rules was «etU<xl by th© follow¬ 
ing stlpuatlon: 

“Provided that it docs not conflict with 
any of these rules, and are acceptable to 
the captain of th'* visiting t*am. If th© 
latter object to th© proposed ground rui© 
th© umpire shall have authority (0 adont 
or rajtrt It." ‘
